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OLD MASTER DRAWINGS FROM CHATSWORTH 

Few people can own fine drawings but all may see them in a rare collec- 
tion when OLD MASTER DRAWINGS FROM CHATSWORTH opens at The Cleveland Museum 
of Art on February 27. Seldom has such a concentration! of subtle, consummate artistry 
been brought together in one collection. Sheer, unalloyed beauty awaits you there. Most 
of the great names in the art of drawing during the great periods in Europe - from the 
Renaissance to the end of the XVH century - are represented. 

Chatsworth is one of the great country houses of England, the home of the 
Dukes of Devonshire in Derbyshire. It holds a treasury of books and manuscripts as 
well as drawings. The first of these noblemen displayed an interest in the arts but the 
second Duke was chiefly responsible for the drawing collection. His first important pur- 
chase was made in 1723 when he bought the collection of Nicolaes Anthoni Flinck con- 
taining series by Rembrandt, Rubens and Van Dyck. The French connoisseur Crozat 

said of it: " in my opinion it is the finest and best chosen collection I have ever 

seen and will make you the richest nobleman in Europe ... ", A generous selection 
from each series is included in this showing. 

The exhibition consists of 114 drawings selected by A. E. Popham, Keeper 
of Prints and Drawings at the British Museum for many years. Rembrandt is repre- 
sented by nine landscape drawings. The works of Bruegel, Van Ib^ck, Rubens, Durer, 
Holbein, Raphael, Leonardo da Vinci, Mantegna, Correggio, Parmigianino, Veronese, 

Inigo Jones and those of many other old masters are present. 

THE BETRAYAL OF OUR LORD, the earliest drawing in the show, was 
done in the 15th century by a Sienese artist whose name is lost in the annals of time. 
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Among the other choice works in the exhibition are four drawings by Inigo 
Jones, architect for the Court Masques of James I and Charles I and one large sketch 
by Sir Peter Lely. 

The exhibition is circulated by the Smithsonian Institution. It will remain at 
the Museum through March 31 and is open free to the public.
